var. akagiensis Hiyama, var. nov. 

Planta humilior 20-27 cm alia. Caulis erectus supra vel interdurn infra medium 
parce ramosus, ramis floriferis, totus adpresse hirsutus. Folia radicalia utrinque 
petiolique omnino adpresse hirsuta, lamina ambitu subrenilormis 2-3 cm lata pro- 
funde trifida vel fere trisecta, partitionibus mediis subrhombeo-ellipticis iterum apice 
subtrilobatis vel 2-4-dentatis, lateralibus oblique ellipticis bifidis parce dentatis. 
Folia caulina inflorescentiarumque ternatisecta sessilia vel infima tantum breviter 
petiolata, segmentis linearibus semper integris. 

Nom. Jap. Akagi-kirnpoge, nov. 

Hab. Hondo: mt. Akagi, ca. 1200m alt., Prov. Kodzuke (leg. T. Matsuzawa 
—Jun. 12, 1955—typus in herb. Nation. Sci. Mus. Tokyo). 

In the present variety the segments of the radical leaves are less intricately cut 
up, and those of cauline ones are always linear in shape and entire on margin. 
And the presence of the appressed hairs on the stems and petioles may serve as a 
recognition-mark of this plant.
